Tho 
rr>UBing addrcBseB of Irish lecluiers will 
bo fpllbwea-'tyr blood-^ourdliiig scenes nf 
Ifisb evictions. Tlie scones purpose giv- 
ing apoctatora a clear idea of tlie evils of 
the present adniiiiistiative .systcni in Iro- 
hmd. After the council of war at con- 
servativo hcadipiarter.s, the liberal tact ics 
■»Vere adjudged worthy of imitation, and 
the conservative lectures urn now followed 
l)y dissolving views of cattle maiiningand 
iiioonlighting, togetlior with cartoons tak- 
en from loyal j(uiiii;ds. A great speech is 
e:ipecleil froin Liiril .S.'ilisliury at Oxfind, 
when the naliunal cnnHervalive iniii)n 
hiild.s its meeting tliero. 'I'he prime miii- 
istor will nut only defend Ills [last policy, 
hut unfold the piogfainnie- of the future, 
lie will go as far as he can to prove that 
Lord l lartiiigton and he can work toge- 
ther without discredit. Lord Salisbury h;is 
also given a hint of the iiatme 
of local gfiveriuuent, which lie pro- 
mised to create in rural niuiiici]jalil ies 
throiigluiut ( ireat liritain. lie will hold 
out no hope of the immediate apjdicaliou 
of these measures in Irchmd, being still 
of the opinion that law mid order must be 
vindicated before it is safe to increase 
even the municipal freedom of the Irish 
peojilo; nor is Lord Randolph Churchill's 
home rule to favor any part of tho pro- 
griiiiime next year. The production of 
tho Irish laud bill will be coutingeiilly 
promised. Lord Salisbury will speak ex- 
actly one week after (iladstone at Oxford, 
and he will respond at Nottingham, the 
last answerii^ of Salisbury being left for 
Hiircourt. Tt) them is also left the task 
of iiiiswering Chamberlain, who will speak 
;a Islington "on the 2.")th, aftei' the Not- 
tingham ciuicus. (iladsloiie is not likely 
111 break silence again before Chrislnia.'^. 
A prominent member of the late Libeial 
cabinet, in convei'sjition with your cor- 
res|iiiiiilent, said that Gladstone is in full 
health and vigor, and is still sanguine of 
an early return to po^Nver. He, however, 
ex]iressod his own opinion that this was 
unlikely, as the Unionist majority in tlie 
coinmons shows no signs of breaking, and 
the ^iepteunial act enable.i the govern- 
ment, siii)]iortcd by a parliamentary ma- 
jority, to continue in otlice long after the 
coiilidence of the constitueneigs has been 
visibly withdrawn, ''You may rely uijoii 
it, ' he said, "that in order to secure the 
reunion of the Liberal party CJladstone is 
willing to make a substantial coiieession 
in the iiialtef of Irish raprcscn- 
tatioii, adiniiiistnition of jiiaticc or sep- 
arate treatinei.t to L'lstcr, Init to 
tliese coiicossioiia Morley is still 
resolutely opposed, and insists thai 
Gladstone's detUarations do not properly 
bear tho meaning attributed to them. 
Above all, Moiley is not a jiarty to any 
atleiiipt to settle ii]iou the Irish [larlia- 
iiieiil without a [uevioiis settlement of tile 
laml i|itoslioii." The policy of concession 
is strongly iirj^ed upon (Iladstone by Lord 
Jlerschell, Lord Roaeberj-, Henry Fowler 
and other coUeaguea. Harcourt and Lord 
Siioiicer, however, show all the zeal of 
proselytes for the home rule policy, and 
stick to both defeated bills entirely. This 
t'X-iiiinisler gives a curious fragment of 
statistics, and i'ci|iiests public orators 
who reach the lilieral central association 
from the provinces to report the greatest 
iiiiiiibor for llarcouil, next .lolin Morley 
and third Lord .Spencer. Of eotirse he 
omitted Gladstone who he knows to be 
unobtainable till HonieKule becomes the 
ipiestion of the hour. Lord Roaebery is 
third, but be has chosen to etVacethe 
measure ri'laliiig to this matter, and Lord 
.Spencer has taken his place by public de- 
mand. 'J'he ex-minister is bold to build 
on this slender footing. If Ihe Tories can 
contiinie to retain olllce till Gladatotie's 
services score, great aid is no longer avail- 
able, and this they avowedly aim at, there 
will be a strife fur the liberal leadership 
between iMorley and Harcourt, and tliis 
ni:iy 111- set I led as rejecting the claims of 
both in I'.ivei of a third, and the third ii 
peer, as w as done when the 0"ceii .sent for 
Lord Uruuville rather than undertake the 
invidious task of choosing between Lord 
I'ahnerstono luid Lord .Tolin Rus- 
sell. The chosen peiM', aecording 
to an ex-cabinet ollicer, would be not 
Lord Kosi'bei'y Init Lord .Spencer. This 
is a very pl.uisilile theory if il is assumed 
when the niomeut for selection cume.s. 
Irehind will still bu the (luestion uf the 
liour, then Lord Spencer s Irish exper- 
ience and son'ices and deep convictions 
will be inv.'diiable, hut there is alw;iys a 
possibility which e\eiits of tlu' moment 
will not- render less proliablc bel'iire long. 
The Irish ipiestion will lie Insl siglit of in 
the terrilile confusion of a great l']iu npcan 
war. if ovenla take this turn, Lord liose- 
bery will bo indispensable, lie has made 
a special study of foreign and colonial 
idt'airs, and is persoiiidi}' ac<|uaiiited with 
the leading s! .'il esiiien of Europe, and his 
alliance with the limise of Rolliachilil, 
gives him an invalualih; knowledge of the 
linaneial eoiidilioii of Liiropeaii powers. 
He is a very faint Home lliiler, but a 
very strong champion of ihe greatness of 
the I'jiiglish.

THAT SAMOAN IMBROGLIO. 

Tho latest advices from Apia, the chief 
city of th« Samoan Islands, sUitc that 
Cfeniiany has virtually • taken pnsaeasion. 
As long ago as 1877 the Sanioan chiefs 
petitioned Great Britain to establish 
protectorate over the islands but this was 
refused. Two years later fierinuny 
ell'ected a treaty with Samoa obtainin< 
certain comiiierciid concessions, but sub 
HCijuuutly both (iroat Britain and the 
United States negotiated similar treaties 
In 1881, tho German Reichstag, an.xious 
tti secure a larger foothold in tho I'acilie, 
discussed the question of annexing these 
islands, but upon mature consideration 
declined to take the step. Tho Germans 
continued to push their colonization 
schemes in the Pacific, and Great Britain 
in ISiSl, in order to prevent Oeriiiany 
gaining an undue ascendency in thi.s ([uar- 
ter, entered into an agreement with that 
country, binding both parties to n'speet 
tho independence of these islands. 
Despite this agreement, tho German con 
Hul-general at Apia concluded a treaty 
with King Maliotoa, by which Germany 
\ irtuiilly nssumod supreme control of the 
.S.inioaii group. In November, 188-1, the 
king atldre.ssed a letter to tlie Hritisb 
government, asking that .a protect or.it e be 
estabii.-,lied over the islands, ami alleging 
that lie had been coerced against liis will 
into signing iliis agieeineiit with tlu' (ier- 
iiian consul-general. In .lauuary, lti8.">. 
the New ZetUand govornmeut, anximia to 
prevent Oormiui oncroaohnionta, made an 
oftbrt to annex tliose ialiuids, and in 
March tlio Samoans passed an act esiab 
lishing annexation with Now Zeidaiul, but 
tlie British government were not auxioits 
tc lu-e;ik tlie .igreement innde with (ier- 
iiiaiiy respecting tiie indepoiuleuco of the 
islands, ami this annexation scheme was 
not concluded. In the iiieaiitiine 
tho (iermaii consul-general not only 
attempted to |.iovi'iit the Samoans 
from declaring in favor of annex- 
ation with Now Zealand; but, failing in 
this, ho intrigued to set up a rival claim- 
ant to the throne at Fasetoolai, a ttiwn 
about twenty-five miles distant from 
Apia, the capital city. Such was the 
condition of affairs in May, 188(i, when 
three (I'erni.in men-of-war arrived at 
I .\pia. and. having declined to recognize 
King Malietipa. wlmse title is .said to have 
(■nine down tlirougli an unbroken lino of 
kings for five hundred years, tliedoriiian 
lleet proceeded to the jiort of Fasetoolia 
and presented an address to Taiiiesese 
recognizing him as Idng of Samoa. The 
rival forces were soon in the field, but the 
German consul soon gave way and united 
with the British and American consuls in 
recogni/.ing Midietoa as king. This was 
done on .1 line 2d, 188(). Tamesose, find- 
ing that he was no longer supported by 
I iermany, surrendered his fort and dis- 
banded his army. There is no doubt but 
.it this time the German consul would 
have actively assisted the [)reteiider, 
Tamesese. had it n^t been for the strenu- 
ous protests made by tho British and 
.Vmerican consuls and the captains of the 
British corvette Diamcmd and tho Anieri- 
i.-aii steamer Mohican, which were then in 
|)ort at Apia. From late advices, it would j 
ivppear that, although the German consul i 
was prevented from carrying his designs ; 
in .Tune, 1886, he has seized tho first I 
i favorable oi)portunity afforded him to do I

" For thb-.last lioiii- tlio coustnictiLMi train 
had beon la'^l^^iiig slowly; for a whole 
h6ur it had civjitj'iiualy atuiuble-'l over the 
loosoiiod lish-plti^^vith ii inunutunoiis 
chu^ety-chug, chtu«^tj^-chunk that liiid 
loiig ceased to awaken fthj[ interest, sym- 
IJiitliotiu or (itliurwiso, in our drowsy 
iiiiiuls. Fiimlly it Htoppoil altogotlior with 
Ji jurk, as if it had sudduiily but conolu- 
sivL'ly realized the vanity of any further 
ell'ort. The aatoiiiahed cars pulled at their 
piuiiaiKl pounded their butlers as if in -an- 
gry expostulation at this freak of tiic lo 
coinutive, and some of the men offorad en- 
ergetic adviue to the Deity as td^whab ul- 
timate course to pursue with thei manage 
niont of the road in general and the long; 
freight-links in particular. "Can't hulp it, 
can't help it 1" said the braiiei.ian as lie 
uauio along the top of the box-ear ahead. 
'"I'he rails have spread, oiid it'll bo two 
hours, may be three, before we start her 
up again. " 

Bub the time passed, the train still 
waited, and wo began to grumble stoutly, 
;iWondering why, in the name of varinu.s 
.■places and things, they clioae to dally in 
such a dismal, (iud-for-sakeu spot. J» was 
raining at Hat Cro.ssing; in tact it had 
bocu raining slowly, steadily, f<jr two days 
with a certain duspei-ate portiuaoity. 
There had been tiu previous drought to 
render such an abundance of water de- 
sirable; in the country through wliicii we 
passed wo had noticed no tielda of p;irchud 
wheat, no withering trcus, no drooping 
voget'ibles, no thirsty {-attlo, no traveled 
roads on which the duHt rciiiuirod laying. 
On the contrary, the lakes were all full to 
overlldwing, the rivers swollon, the ra- 
vines drowned, the swauipa soaked, and 
the tanks so full that the relief-pipes pour- 
ed forth u continuous straain of spattering 
expostuLition. 

Nolwithstiuiiling this lavish excess of 
\ViUur thii air suiMUed no fresher than be- 
fore t'lo stiniii, wliou tile tlieriiionieter in 
tho cabuo.si! ri-'gistoriMl !)7 diigrtn^s on the 
.siiady .sitle of tlio track. Both front and 
«idu duors were wide open, and some of 
ilio boys, in a vain endeavor lo jircduce 
a pa.ssing sensation of freshness, sut down 
iu the semi-iiuid puddles, covered with a 
. fibn of eindera, and dangled their legs in 
tho pour outside. But to uo purpose; tho 
air w;is dead, tiio water warm, and we 
ciiiitinued to stillo and gnuvl. 

Tlie view from the car was not intLnc.it- 
ing. To the loft, as far as we coidd ace 
through the endless, unfoldiiiG;' curtain of 
rsyhi, a dismal muskeg awunip stretched 
away to the sputh (jf the track, broken 
only by iiire clumps of ragged taiiianick. 
Both slopes of tho Ijaiik were covered by 
long beds of |)ink liru-weed varied with 
patclios of soggy pigeon-graas, .-0111 to the 
north lay the desolate waste of irule 
tlu-ough which wc had been traveling for 
interminable Iwmrs. Here and tiiore 
among tho shiny black poles of the burnt 
trees little bunches of "popples" rustled 
their loose leavos with a norvous activity 
that seemed nut uf pluco iu the dead (luiet 
of their siii-roundiiigs, and their silly, 
feeble tiutteriiig, like the barking of a 
frightened etir, uas .10 exasperating that 
wo could scarcely refrain from throwing u 
stone at tho shivering things and calling 
out: "Oh, shut up !" 

Tho underbrush was thin, and the 
ridges of pink gneiss, banded with black, 
thrust their bare, smooth surfaces through 
tho mottled moss like groat pock-marked 
shoulders of giants protruding from their 
tattered sliirts; in the gullies between 
them the water giugled dismally below the 
faiigle of dead trees, and ran away under 
glossy pigoon-berry leaves, on to which

water. Save by the jiatter of tlie rain on 
the ear-top and tiio pish-pishing of the en- 
gine blowing (jlf ateain, tlie silence was ub- 
."(oliite, and rendered only more inofound 
by tile booming crash of a falling tree. 
.Nothing moved but the crazy poplar- 
trees and fJudeim marveled at the 
reeklessnesa of the inon who had built a 
railroad through this dead, barron wilder- 
iii.'ss wlieru there was notliing but rock, 
water and burnt timber. 

Besides our party of ongineura, detailed 
on I'eiuoasurubient work, theie were two 
strangers in the car; they iiad blank piisa- 
(BB from the chief and were going west; as 
they kept to themselves, talking together 
most of tlu^ time and not .seeming tn eare 
for our company, we )iud jiaid 110 .siioeial 
attention to them. Kvery man of ii.s, how- 
ever, turned suddenly as the younger of 
the twii, .speaking e.xeitedly in a loud, 
swaggering tone intensitied by a strong 
twang,-. 8<4d°;to:.liia compuniuu: 

''I toll; ytiu, Morton, that man Matt 
IMurphy wa9' tho.;bigge8t coward that ever 
walked this.airtl>;vnow don't you forgot 
it !" 

Tlu' inton.'it ion of the man's voice was 
so vieioua, so mean, that we all felt con- 
vinced that the atateiueut was falHc, and, 
aithougli utterly ignorant of tho facts, 
each of us folt an instinctive desire to 
contradict him. But before any one could 
think of what to say, a deep voice from 
tho end of tlie car condensod our feelings 
in the eiieigetie and laeonie answer: 
. "That'.s a lii^ '." 

The .speaker, Jaek Uolliiis, was the 
<|uietest m.ni on the stall, and had ac((uir- 
ed a certain leputalioii for minding no- 
body's business but his own. Jack was 
somewhAt.bf an eniguia to us all; we did 
not understand, but wo all liked liiiu, fi>r 
be bad a way of d(;iiig small charities and 
helping the lioya in a pineli that showed a 
truly good nature and a warm heart.

Somolimes, when we 
pressed him very hard, he told us a story 
of snmo adventure which had lia])peiied 
t(j him, and it was only then that liis eyes 
weio .it rest, voidiif expression, a.s if hi 
u ere leading fidiu some i'lir-away hook 
He spoke slowly liut well, in a low, even 
Voice that ciuinnanded the attention of 
his hearers; we never i|Uestionod tho 
truth of his stories, and whenever any 
stntemont seeniod a trillo extravagant wo 
acknowledged that it must be our fault if 
ui! eould not . understand tho oircum- 
alancea. 

l''or a iiKimoiit aft er Ilia uniiKiially eiii- 
phat ie denial no one spoke; the stranger 
liad at onee, but seeing that .Jack did not 
move he sat down ii^uin, tilled a fresh 
|)ipe, and waited. Jack tvas sitting on the 
lloor at the end of the car looking down 
pensively at the revolver that hung from 
his belt; after a short iiauae ho looked iij) 
at the eelling, and in his usual slow way 
he told us the alory of Matt Murphy's 
last work on the toad. 

It h.id happened two yeais'lxtforo; Mur- 
phy was then iipad-iiia.sier at Oampbell's 
I'oint, and far from heing thought a cow- 
a^.'d, ho was looked upon as the only man 
on the line who had pluck eni>iigh to run 
a anow-ph'W lit t he he;id of live engines 
into a eliocked cut, .and ataiid linn when 
every plaiik hiirly cpiivered uiidor t'lc 
strain. One day, while he. was do/.ln^ in 
his oOice, lor Matt was la/y w hen he had 
nothing to do, the door opened with a 
bang, and tho operator, in a atato of 



breathless excitement, ran into the room, 
"There's a buah-tire below the long 
bridge, Mr, Blurphy," he called out; "tho 
wind is this way, and the Pacific Emi- 
grant is due in an hour.

Matt started iu hi» chair and repeated 
the man's words in a dazed sort nf way. 
"Bush-flre — and they are due in an hour 
My God I" Then he got uj), staggered 
across the room, and loaned against tho 
wall. The baggago-iiiastor, who had over 
hoard, stepped in from the adjoining of 
lice, and tlie operator with a shru^ of his 
shoulderii turned to hnn and said tn a per' 
plexed woy:

Me was lirab on the car and took tho 
rear handle behind the brake; Long Mike 
the rinhiiider, . I im Beeves, and "niimh 
Dick" jumped on after him; an oil-can, a 
monkey-wrench, ardanaxe wore thrown 
on; the men gave them a shove to start, 
and away^ they went down tlio^long grade, 
fifteen miles an h«ur.

Swearing Dan Dunn, the walking bjss, 
stepped out into the middle of the track 
between his men, threw down bis jiick, 
and wiijcd his wet forehead 011 the sleeve 
of bis shirt, 

"Boys," lie said, that gang's a-goiii' to 
everlastin' destruction as plucky as any fel- 
lows I ever see, every blamed man of 
them, and Til bet a barrel of high-wine 
I cu|) of aoa they know it too. Matt 
Murpl.y knuws it. sure." Then, turnin 
suddenly and pointing down the track, lie 
cried in his uaual bullying tone: 

"Clive thum a yell there, blame you,— 
alltogetlier now, and yell till you bust, or 
I 'll break the son of ttlBgec's head that 
h.'ings lire." 

For once, although they had their cus- 
tomary ett'eot of inauiiiig prompt eoiiipli- 
ance with his orders, Dan's threats were 
supertluous; for once his wishes eoiiieideil 
with tho wishes of his men, and from 
those live hundred throats there burst 
such a oiy that the flames ahead seemed 
to halt for a moment in thoir foi-ward 
rush. On the hot, pulsating air it floated 
away across tho muskeg, over the heads 
of the devoted crew, and reechoed with a 
booming roll from the slate walls of the 
rock cut through which they pushed their j 
car. But though this oxprcuaioii of t heir 
comrades' sympathy cheered and helgied 
them, it told each man only too [ihiinly 
that this was liia last job on the track. 

"That's good-bye for the long cont ract, " 
said Ucevcs, and Mike in his broken K!ng- 
liah repeated: 

"Yas ! Koot-pye, poyes,— koot-py e ! " 
but bijili relapsed into silence ut tlie 
sound of Muriihy's (juiet remonstrance. 

Steady, boys, steady ! iiiifl mind the 
brake, .Hiu; we're right on the down- 
grade,"' 

At the end of the level was the giviile to 
the bridge and the tire; beyond the tire 
the bride, the switch and the fateil ti.iin 
with its human cargo hurrying to destruc- 
tion, for the wind was high, and the en- 
gineer would naturally thmk the fire far 
away until lie was in the very midst of it. 
Then the struggle began. The sumke ran 
along the oiiihaiiknient towards them in 
great tlyiiig gnats, so dense they could 
barely ace the platform of the ear; the 
lieat bocaiiiu intense, but they never 
wavered. Perhaps itxwas because women 
were few in the dismal country which had 
become their home, and that, as is usual 
in purely male connnunities, every man 
invested the gentler sex colleutively with 
a romantic lialo, in exact inverse projior- 
tion to the profane skeptical contempt 
which ho professed for them imlividually ; 
perhaps it was because some lingoriiii; 
aiiark of chivalry, driven into the west by 
the sneers of a higher civilization, had 
llanied iiji siiddoiily in tho lioarts of I hose 
rough journeymen; or perhaps it was 
nieroly the humane hope of saving tin; 
wives and eliildren of men who had slept 
under the mime blanket, worked in the 
same ditch, and shared tlio same biscuit; 
— but, wliutovor tho cuuse, it was hiiIII- 
cioiib to silunoo selfish consideration and 
make them look upon the saorifioe uf their 



livea as no more than tho fulfillment of a 
necessary duty. 

All around them the trees were fulling 
in rows, broiid llasheii of Hame, iiuenchod 
for a moment in the black amoke, burst 
up and flared in the wind like alHcds of 
some vast tattered canopy. Along the 
ground the brush wilted away, burning 
with a sliarj) crackle like that of a musk- 
try discharge; and up through tho hollow 
tamaracks the lire swept with a noise like 
the bellow of a tilling sail, fireat trunks 
tottered and fell with a booming crash 
like the sound of distant cannon. The hot 
air quivered around them, and they gasp- 
ed spasmodically as they shook otl' the 
burning sparks and laughed liyaterically 
between short howls of pain.
